Remarks

considered applicant's arguments and withdraws the rejections set forth in the Office 
Action mailed April 17, 2009.

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art does not teach and/or 
suggest "when the consecutive shooting mode is set by the operation section, in 
response to the one operation of the shutter operation section, shooting with 
compensation of the blur of the image and shooting without the compensation 
are consecutively performed" in combination with the other limitations set forth in 
claim 1.
